I, MARCUS J. MILLET, declare and say as follows: 
1- I am a registered patent attorney and a partner 

in the firm of Lerner, David, Littenberg, Krumholz & Mentlik, llp 
("LDLKM") . 

2. The above -referenced application is a 

continuation-in-part of U.S. Patent Application No. 10/244,271 
(LDLKM file TRANS 3.0-0053) (the "Parent Application"). The 
above -referenced application adds to the content of the Parent 
Application subject matter of an invention disclosure which was 
originally communicated to LDLKM and referred to by LDLKM as 
LDLKM file TRANS 1.0-056. In connection with this Declaration, 
I have reviewed LDLKM 's records with respect to that disclosure. 
Those records indicate that the inventors regarded as the 
originators of the added subject matter were inventors Yegor 
Sinelnikov, James D. Savage, Jaime Merino, and John Hotmer. In 
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reviewing the disclosure of LDLKM file TRANS 1.0-056 for 
preparation of a patent application, I determined that the added 
subject matter of the new disclosure should be presented in a 
continuation-in-part of the Parent Application which also 
incorporated inventive contributions from the named inventors in 
the Parent Application, Messrs. Patrick David Lopath and Edward 
Paul Harhen. I instructed my office staff to open a new file 
for the continuation-in-part application, LDLKM file 
TRANS 3.0-053 CIP, and consolidate the new disclosure into the 
new file. Due to a clerical error, the internal record as to 
the inventors associated with the new file only set forth the 
inventors associated with the Parent Application (LDLKM file 
TRANS 3,0-053) and did not carry over the inventors associated 
with the new disclosure (LDLKM file TRANS 1.0-056). The 
declaration naming the inventors originally filed in the 
above -referenced application was prepared from our internal 
office records which had been affected by this clerical error. 
Accordingly, the omission of inventors Sinelnikov, Savage, 
Merino, and Hotmer arose solely out of a clerical error by 
LDLKM. 

3 . The error in inventorship was discovered by me on 
or about March 6, 2006, after I had approved payment of the 
issue fee.

hereto as Exhibit A. On April 6, 2006, I forwarded a follow-up 
letter to Mr. Harhen. A copy of that letter is annexed hereto 
as Exhibit B . 

5. Despite the foregoing efforts, the certified 
letter and accompanying documents (Exhibit A) were returned by 
the post office as "unclaimed, " as demonstrated by the copy of 
the returned envelope annexed hereto as Exhibit C. I have not 
received any other communication from inventor Harhen in 
connection with the requested declaration. 

6. On or about April 28, 2006, I was advised by the 
assignee that they had been unable to contact inventor Hotmer. 
I accordingly forwarded a copy of the above -referenced 
application, the new declaration naming all of the inventors, 
and a statement as to lack of deceptive intent to inventor 
Hotmer at the last address known to the assignee, via regular 
mail and via Federal Express. A copy of the transmittal letter 
forwarding the application and Declaration to inventor Hotmer is 
annexed hereto as Exhibit D. A copy of a computer printout from 
the Federal Express delivery service indicating that the package 
was delivered to such address on April 29, 2006, is annexed 
hereto as Exhibit E. 

7. Despite such efforts, I have not received any 
communication from inventor Hotmer in connection with the 
requested declaration and statement.
